San Jose P.D. Under Fire 


SAN JOSE - Susane Wilson ? Vice-Mayor of San Jose, 
has launched an investigation into questionable vice 
squad tactics of the San Jose P.D. 

Her interest in the matter was prompted by 
stories in the B.A.R. (vice arrests up 500% over 
those of a year ago) which, in turn, were picked up 
by radio ana TV news. 

Meeting with over 100 concerned Gays in the 
Almaden Room at San Jose State, the Vice-Mayor 
read a City Council memo sent to Police Chief 
McNamara requesting information on the specific 
methods used in vice arrests. 

After an emotional and sometime heated meet¬ 
ing, sponsored by the Gay Students Union, Wilson 
fired off two additional memos to the Police Chief 
demanding answers. 


Subject: Gay Community 

1. Can the Police Department provide statistics 
for past years that could differentiate between 
number of Gays arrested on the basis of public- 
initiated complaints and number of Gays arrested as 
a result of independent police activity. 

2. Does the P.D. have official or unofficial policy 
regarding hiring of Gays? Is there any discrimina¬ 
tion, subtle or otherwise, at the supervisory level? 

3. Does the P.D. have a policy regarding couples 
of the same sex who close dance, kiss or hold hands 
in public establishments? Does the P.D. try to 
prohibit such activities and, if so, on what law, 
ordinance or regulation is the prohibition based? 

4. It has been alleged that the P.D. is conducting 
intelligence activities against Gay people with the 
use otFederal grant funding. Please justify the use 
of such funding lor such intelligence operations. 

5. Is the sexual preference of persons arrested 
noted on arrest records? Is an arrested person ever 
asked to indicate sexual orientation? 


San Jose Gay activists see the Vice-Mayor’s 
actions as a significant breakthrough in ending the 
illegal and questionable police practices against 
Gays. In particular, the use of motel rooms to 
interrogate suspects, hidden tape recorders, polaroid 
pictures, provocative and seductive undercover 
officers. 

At week's end, Gay activists Lucky Guerrero 
and Art James have carried the issue to City 
Councilman Jim Self who has expressed interest in 
the matter. Self, a possible candidate for San Jose 
Mayor, has agreed to set up a meeting to include the 
Gay community, the arrest victims, Police Chief 
McNamara, and. Sgt. Hernandez of the Vice Squad. 

Art James told the B.A.R. that San Jose Gays 
are finally fighting back and that scores of shocking 
violations of human and civil rights are being 
recorded and documented for future legal action.

Ex-Postal 
Worker Sues 
Post Office 

On May 9 Russell 
Mattis filed a major class- 
action lawsuit against the 
U.S. Postal Service, spe¬ 
cifically its personnel in 
the South San Francisco 
offices ? for causing him to 
quit his job (after over 
three years of service) to 
escape their daily as¬ 
saults, surveillance, har¬ 
assment, intimidation, in¬ 
sults, and general lack of 
cooperation which had 
caused his physical and 
mental health to deteri¬ 
orate. He was forced to 
leave to avoid bodily 
harm. Mattis claims that 
this misconduct by co¬ 
workers and supervisors, 
observed and condoned by 
upper management, was 
pursuant to their plan or 
scheme ("conspiracy") to 
get rid of him because he 
is a homosexual and an 
effeminate man, which 
they consider to be "un¬ 
desirable" characteristics 
in Postal Workers. Be¬ 
cause Postal Regulations 
no longer permit dismissal 


based on homosexuality 
and the private practice 
thereof, the Defendants in 
this lawsuit had to resort 
to other means to elimi¬ 
nate Mr. Mattis, and 
chose to frighten him into 
quitting, which he finally 
did on his physician's ad¬ 
vice. 

According to Mattis, his 
supervisors and co¬ 
workers learned of his 
homosexuality after a fe¬ 
male co-worker whose 
sexual advances he had 
rejected (and explained 
his reason for doing so) 
simply spread the word 
among* the employees in 
the SSF Post Offices in 
1973. From then until 
July 1976 he was sub¬ 
jected to continuous mis¬ 
treatment, including actu¬ 
al assault and battery, 
surveillance in the rest¬ 
room, and various sexual 
temptations and other 
traps that Defendants 
hoped would provide 
grounds for his dismissal. 
The Complaint NAMES all 

S ersonnel involved and 
escribes their behavior in 
some detail. 

In addition to seeking 
reinstatement (under a 
protective Court Order) 
and back pay, Mr. Mattis 
seeks damages DIRECTLY 


caused him to suffer the 
most. 

He is suing for $1.34 
million.

Gay Freedom Day 1977 
is six weeks away. Sun¬ 
day, June 26, San Fran¬ 
cisco's sixth annual parade 
will highlight the anniver¬ 
sary of the 1969 Stonewall 
Inn riots in New York - 
now the undisputed land¬ 
mark of the current Gay 
freedom movement. 

Planners this year ex¬ 
pect even more partici¬ 
pants and spectators than 
ast year's record- 
breaking 100,000-plus. 
Route for this year's 
larade is from Market and 
nd Streets, west via 
Golden Gate Avenue to 
the Civic Center. 

Applications for parade 
entries went out last week 
to most Bay Area Gay 
businesses and organiza¬ 
tions. Forms may oe ob¬ 
tained directly from the 
Gay Freedom Day Com¬ 
mittee, 552 Hayes St., SF 
94102. A deadline of 
June 15, to facilitate 
complex staging arrange¬ 
ments, has been set on 
applications - $25 for 

businesses, $10 for organi¬ 
zations. 

Individuals may partici¬ 
pate in the parade free of 
application or charge. 

The Gay Freedom Day 
Fair to follow, organized 
by Bill McCarthy of the 
Unity Foundation, will 
feature arrays of booths 
for games, crafts, re¬ 
freshments and informa¬ 
tion. Booth charges are 
still being negotiated, but 
applications can be made 
by contacting McCarthy 
(495-5617).

Nudity has been banned 
from this year's activities, 
and group applicants are 
being asxed to sign a 
statement that they will 
monitor behavior in their 
entries. Charles Lee, 
committee co-chair, said 

S ersons baring genitalia 
lis year will be asked to 
put their clothes back on 
or leave. "If that doesn't 
work, we will ask the 
police to cite them," he 
said. 

Carol Hilder, the other 
co-chair, emphasized that 
Gay people sure simply be¬ 
ing asked to observe the 
same legal standards im¬ 
posed on heterosexuals. 
She said that, to the con¬ 
trary of any intent to 
judge Gay lifestyles, the 
committee this year is 
reaching out to evermore- 
comprehensive Gay ele¬ 
ments - including those 
who have voiced objec¬ 
tions to previous imagery. 

Yet the nudity prohibi¬ 
tion was primarily attrib¬ 
uted to the desire to curb 
media exploitation. With 
the Anita Bryant hysteria, 
newspapers and television 
are likely to document 
Gay life in the U.S. more 
fully them before, and a 
need for positive images 
is critical, according to 
the planners.

They seem pri¬ 
marily concerned about 
the effects upon them¬ 
selves, the wealthy, and 
the corporations.

There is no planning what¬ 
soever, no matter what 
they may tell us and no 
matter how many "ex¬ 
perts" they hire with our 
tax dollars. 

There has to be some 
long-range planning. 

There has to be some real 
concern from City Hall 
and the White House. Our 
politicians ha,ve to under¬ 
stand that you cannot just 
talk problems away. They 
have to lead, take strong 
actions, and set strong ex¬ 
amples. Don't count on it. 
Can you see our Mayor 
and our Supervisors taking 
Muni to work? 


Carter/ 
Nephew’s Life 
At Soledad

William Carter Spann, 
the only convict who can 
legitimately call the 
President of the United 
States uncle, was dis¬ 
tressed in July 1976. 
Having testified at a rob¬ 
bery trial in San Francisco 
against a man he de¬ 
scribed as his prison lover, 
he said prison inmates in 
California had put out a 
"contract" on hns life. "I 
don't want Uncle Jimmy 
to do anything except get 
me out of the state," 
Spann told a newsman last 
July shortly after Jimmy 
Carter won the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for 
President. But his family, 
the 29 year old Spann 
claims, stopped talking to 
him when his famous 
uncle became closer and 
closer to the nomination. 

Mr. Spann, whose 
mother is President 
Carter's sister, was sen¬ 
tenced in May 1976 to 10 
years to life for two 
armed robberies - com¬ 
mitted, he said, while he 
was "high on speed and 
heroin." He had been in 
trouble with the law since 
1969. He is in the "pro¬ 
tective custody unit' f of 
the California Correction¬ 
al Facility at Soledad. 
This is an area where 
about 100 convicts, con¬ 
sidered pariahs by the rest 
of the prisoners, live in 

g rivate 5x9 cells. 

reorge Takahashi, assist¬ 
ant to the superintendent 
at Soledad, says that 
Spann does not have a job, 
as such, but that he re¬ 
cently received a type¬ 
writer and is writing now 
and learning to play the 
guitar and harmonica. 
Prison officials back up 
Spann's claim that no 
member of the Carter 
family has been in touch 
with the young convict 
since July of 1976.

Many of them live in the 
fear that they may be 
sent home should their 
sexual orientation be dis¬ 
covered. Finally, taxes 
and the cost of living are 
very high in Hawaii. More 
than most other areas, we 
feel the sting of anti-Gay 
lifestyle IRS rulings and 
laws. And like all other 
Gays, we desire the legis¬ 
lation to give legality, 
legal recourse, to our Gay 
relationships. and all 
other discriminatory 

actions felt by our main¬ 
land Gay groups." 

Vitali says that "the 
local community is very 
tolerant of the Gay com¬ 
munity, if a little cool. 
The community is pre¬ 
dominantly Catholic and 
Oriental and, therefore, 
basically conservative and 
supportive of the family 
as an institution; but the 
community is tolerant of 
Gays. Historically, one in 
ten male and female 
native Hawaiians were 
dressed in the clothing 
typical of the opposite 
sex. I believe it is de¬ 
scribed as a genetic, but 
correct, attitude from 
inter-marriage among the 
native group. Unfortu¬ 
nately, incidentally, ap¬ 
proximately 90% of the 
native Hawaiian people 
died in an earlier 100-year 
period (about 1750-1850) 
from an epidemic of VD. 
There are exceptions to 
the tolerant view towards 
homosexuals in Hawaii. 
Specifically, the hierarchy 
of the Catholic Church, 
parts of the Japanese 
establishment, and, some¬ 
times, the Honolulu Police 
Department. The most 
important thing to note 
about the Gay community 
of Hawaii is that it is in a 
state of flux, change, 
growth and maturity." 

It is difficult for a 
mainland tourist to com¬ 
prehend how local Gay 
activists can get anyone 
to volunteer to assist 
their efforts in education, 
law reform and commu¬ 
nity services. Over two 
million tourists visited 
Hawaii last year, and once 
you are here it is under¬ 
standable. Amidst the 
endlessly swaying palm 
trees and the melodic 
Hawaiian chanting, it is 
inconceivable that anyone 
would want to do anything 
here but relax.

I'll be glad to be 
back in Rome where things are 
more discreet.

Dear Diary, 

The abbess had to go to the 
mainland. Seems there's a bit 
of trouble with the law about a beer 
license. The nuns thought they'd 
liven up the tea house for the 
tourists by serving home brew in 
addition to tea and things. How-, 
ever,They didn't realize the potency 
of the stuff, and when drunken 
tourists from the abbey kept getting 
off the boat in the mainland, the 
law became interested. Govern¬ 
ments are a bit sticky about 
licenses, tax, etc. The laywer 
sounded somewhat alarmed when 
she told him of the situation. I do 
hope things turn out all right. After 
all, they are limited in what 
products they can make here in 
order to make a living, and beer 
does sell better than lavender 
perfume.

ANOTHER ANONYMOUS TRAGEDY 

The SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE, Jan. 20, 1976: 

. . He had handcuffed both his hands behind 
him and his legs were bound with a belt. He 
made a striking picture with the sun on him. 
His head was snaven and he was wearing dark 
glasses. I shot a picture. We heard a scream, 
another scream or two - and then a faint 
splash. . ." said Michael Smith, 29> speaking of 
John Smith, 40. The body of the man, who 
|umped at 4:54 PM, was not found by the Coast 

The incident warranted both front- and back¬ 
page space in that day's paper, for this time there 
happened to be pictures. "A Closeup of a Suicide" 
headlined the event, referring to Smith only as "the 
man." An X-ray picture might well have told a story 
of "the victim." A victim of the myth of San 
Francisco. 

CINDER FELLA AND HIS TALE TOLD IN A TUB 

The tourist and the city overwhelm each other 
in a fleeting courtship; they always part friends. 
The suitor for the city s heart is soon lulled to sleep 
in the city's hypnotic spell, and he jingles away his 
youth, a Dangle on its wrist. If the suitor should 
escape, they often part enemies. However, the city 
never loses; be it a brief fling or a fifteen-year 
engagement, there's always a new wave coming. 

From suburban split-level to small-town white 
clapboard gothic, San Francisco looms as America's 
sexual frontier.

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therapists settle to clerk in neighborhood gift shops; 
landscape architects find a non-future in selling 
plants. Literature majors can serve coffee in 
bookstores; artists swell the market making candles 
and macrame. Few industries originate in or center 
themselves in San Francisco. Products are designed 
elsewhere, manufactured elsewhere. The city has 
little to do with conception or completion; instead it 
is used more often as a showplace. To sell these 


hair, has never even materialized. 

Writers, dancers, singers, actors, musicians tend 
to ply their trades part-time - in some neighborhood 
center for the arts. The big time is about as big as 
the number of agents one can find in the Yellow 
Pages. But the "artist" can always take to the 
streets to fiddle for the tourists storm-trooping the 
holiday circuit. 

When the cash runs out, it's no longer a question 
of what he'd like to do, nor what he was trained to 
do, but whatever he cam get. Any short-order trivia 
will suffice. 

Some enroll in any kind of school (if it will bring 
a check in the mail) to take up the slack. Others 
find interim work in hospitals, in convalescent 
homes, doing typing, driving a cab. There is much 
demand for para-professionals and volunteers, but at 
little or no pay. An enterprising few rent their 
services as housecleaners and houseooys (the "fringe 
benefits" might be a bit galling, but it's something). 
Others find that, hidden behind a switchboard or 
dressing windows, being stoned or half-loaded is 
difficult to detect, and the tedium is made more 
bearable. 

The majority find a halfway house in tourism as 
bellboys or desk or reservation clerks. The demand 
for dishwashers and cook's helpers seems constant. 
For the "groovier" there's the temporary burlesque 
of busboys, waiters, maitre d's, bartenders. A deck 
in constant need of reshuffling. The essential 
requirement is, not the quality of their service, but 
their attractiveness and possible availability. They 
serve to chum the Gay waters and draw in the 
bigfish spenders. These jobs seldom lead to "better 
things;" regardless of the young men's hopes, they 
trade their twenties and early thirties for jobs they 
never really wanted in the first place. 

Hustling - be it anywhere from stalking the 
corners of Powell and Geary Streets, to dial-a-trick, 
to home-visit massage - is always an alternative, a 
solution. Perhaps the final solution. 

For all the flak about the happy hooker, some 
people eat arsenic and ground glass and live to tell 
the tale. If one can maintain his base-line dignity, a 
minimum sense of self-value, knowing he serves the 
public like some sort of disposable diaper or a day- 
old tampax, so be it.

The band 
changed its name to Mink 
de Vule, played locally for 
awhile and then moved to 
New York City. In New 
York Mink de Ville distin¬ 
guished itself in the "new 
wave" music scene cen¬ 
tered around CBGB's on 
the Bowery. Their three 
cuts on the LIVE AT 
CBGB's LP were easily 
three of the best tracks 
on the four-sided collec¬ 
tion.

Launched 

NEW YORK - Summit 
Books has contracted for 
a book by Karla Jay and 
Allen Young which will be 
the first comprehensive 
"grass roots" survey of 
Gav sexuality and life¬ 
styles. 

Jay and Young plan to 
distribute as many as 
500,000 questionnaires to 
the Gay communities 
through the Gay press, 


radio and television 
shows, organizations, 

groups and task forces, 
churches, campuses and 
bars. 

Different question¬ 
naires have been prepared 
for men and women, and 
no attempt will be made 
to falsely correlate the 
two. 

The questionnaire deals 
explicitly with Gay sexu¬ 
ality itself, but it also 
includes a vital aspect of 
homosexuality - the social 
and psychological ele¬ 
ment. 

The authors believe 
that this study represents 
the first attempt to accu¬ 
rately and comprehen¬ 
sively document the Gay 
sexual experience in the 
United States and Canada. 

With the exception of a 
few stereotypes, Gays 
have remained the invisi¬ 
ble minority and their ex¬ 
perience has been largely 
uncharted. 

Gay people, due to indi¬ 
vidual restraints and soci¬ 
etal pressures, have had 
silent voices. What little 
is known about their sex 
lives has been gathered by 
straight professionals, 
many of them psychi¬ 
atrists hostile to homo¬ 


sexuality and often with a 
vested interest in keeping 
Gay people in the role of 
"sick patients." 

Much of the research, 
even when not hostile, 
such as the Kinsey Report 
(1948), is out of date, and 
contemporary establish¬ 
ment researchers have not 
touched the subject. 

In short, ignorance 
about Gay people is ap¬ 
palling. 

The final report will 
consist of the words of 
thousands of Gay individu¬ 
als, male and female, 
speaking about their ex¬ 
periences. 

The results will not be a 
sexual manual or a 

f seudo-scientific labora- 
ory approach to "devi¬ 
ants," but rather a warm, 
humanistic forum for Gay 
people to express them¬ 
selves honestly and open¬ 
ly, the publisher claims. 

Karla Jay and Allen 
Young have previously 
collaborated on several 
anthologies of writings of 
Lesbians and Gay men, 
including "Out of the 
Closet: Voices of Gay 

Liberation," "After You're 
Out" and "Lavender Cul¬ 
ture" (in preparation).

The Homosexual Question 

BY MARC ORAISON 

HARPER & ROW-1977; Paperback; 132 pages; $4.95 


More Gay books are 
rolling off the presses this 
year than ever before. 
They melt down to five 
types: 

1. The fundamentalist 
or psychiatric tract which 
warns everyone to beware 
of "those" tendencies. 

2. The expansive pro- 
Gay book written by 
younger sociologists or 
psychologists. 

3. The sensational 

"coming out" sagas a la 
Dave Kopay. 

4. The straightforward 
history, as the new biog¬ 
raphy of Oscar Wilde. 

5. Various Gay novels. 

"The Homosexual Ques¬ 
tion," first published in 
France in 19<5, is a curi¬ 


ous entry. We find it 
difficult to determine 
where the author stands. 
Even the term "middle of 
the road" may fail to clar¬ 
ify his position. 

As a French doctor, 
priest and psychiatrist 
(and a devout Catholic), 
Dr. Oraison attacks the 
thorny issue of whether 
homosexuality is normal, 
healthy behavior. He 
wishes to appear unbiased 
and scientific. Alas, the 

g ood doctor talks from 
oth sides of his mouth. 

He begins with a series 
of case histories (nothing 
from outside his clinic we 
notice) which demonstrate 
that humans are capable 
of wandering across the 
sexual spectrum and back 


again - homosexual, 
heterosexual, bisexual. 
Oraison believes mem is 
neither natural nor un¬ 
natural; homosexuality is 
simply a fact. "Our emo¬ 
tional life has to be am¬ 
bivalent. We relate both 
to people of our own sex 
ana to people of the oppo¬ 
site sex. Everyone clearly 
has sex." 

Our thoughtful French 
friend clearly connects 
Gay life witn self-love.

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Excerpts from “Save Our Children " ad¬ 
vertisement in the Miami Herald, 
March 20, 1977: 

“Homosexuality is nothing new. Cul¬ 
tures thrdughout history, moreover, 
have dealt with homosexuals almost 
universally with disdain, abhorance, 
disgust—even death. 

While times certainly have changed, 
and American society largely has devel¬ 
oped an attitude of tolerance, that toler¬ 
ance toward homosexuality is based on 
the understanding that homosexuals 
will keep their deviate Activity to them¬ 
selves, will not flaunt their lifestyles, 
will not be allowed to preach their sexual 
standards to, or otherwise influence, 
impressionable young people. 

That attitude of tolerance, most un¬ 
fortunately, recently was destroyed in 
this community by the Metropolitan 
Dade County Commission, which vo¬ 
ted, in effect, to legitimize homosexuals’ 
presence in our society — by forcing our 
private and religious schools to accept 
them as teachers, by forcing property 
owners and employers- to open their 
doors to homosexuals no matter how 
how blatant their perverted lives may be. 

Homosexual acts are illegal, under 
Florida law and the laws of most states. 
The Metro Commission, nevertheless, 
chose to ignore the spirit of our laws and 
caved in to a small, vocal group of
